—K. 2, * k. 1, (k. 2 tog., y.f.) twice, k. 1, 
(y.f., k. 2 tog. t.b.i.) twice, k. 1; rep. from 

* to last 2 sts., k. 2. 4th row.-K.' 2, 

* p. 2 tog. t.b.i.. y.r.n., p. 2 tog. t.b.i., 
y.o.n., k, 3, (y.r.n., p. 2 tog.) twice; rep. 
from * to last 2 sts., k. 2. 5th row,- 
K. 2, * k. 1, (y.f., 'k. 2 tog. t.b.i.) twice, 
k. 1, (k. 2 tog., y.f.) twice, k. 1; rep. from 

* to last 2 sts., k. 2. 6th row.— K. 2, * 
k. 2, y.r.n., p. 2 tog,, y.r.n., p. 3 tog., 
y.r.n., p. 2 tog, t.b.i., y.o.n., k. 2; rep. 
from * to last 2 sts., k. 2. 7th row.- 
K. 2, * k. 3, y.f., k. 2 tog. t.b.i., k. 1, k. 2 
tog., y.f., k. 3; rep. from * to last 2 sts., 
k, 2. 6th row.— K. 2, * k. 4, y.r.n., p. 3 
tog., y.o.n,, k. 4; rep. from * to last 2 sts., 
k. 2. These 8 rows form patt. 

THE BACK AND FRONT (worked 


alike). With No. 11 needles, cast on 
169(180:191) sts. Work 11 rows st.-si.,, 
beg. k. row. K. next row on wrong side 
for hemline. Change to No. 8 needles 
and work 18 ins. in lace patt. Change 
to No. 9 needles and work a further 
3 ins. Change to No. 10 needles and, 
keeping continuity of patt., dec, 1 st! 
both ends of every foil. 6th row to 147 
(156 :169) sts. Cont. straight until work 
measures 31 ins. from hemline. 

Shape Armholes.— Cast off 11 sts, 
at beg. of next 2 rows; dec. 1 st. both 
ends of foil. 11 rows. Work straight on 
rem. 103 (114:125) sts. until armhole 
measures ins. from beg. 

Shape Neck. Next row.— Patt. 20 
sts., turn; leave rem. sts. on spare 
needle. Cont. on first set of sts. thus: 

Dec. 1 st. at neck edge on next 5 
rows. Work straight on rem. 15 sts. 
until armhole measures 7£ ins. from 
beg., ending at armhole edge, 

Shape Shoulder.—Cast off 7 sts. 
at beg. of next row; 8 sts. at beg. of 
foil. alt. row. ** 

Rejoin yarn at inner edge of sts. on 
spare needle, cast off 63 (74 : 85) sts. 
for neck, patt. to end. Cont. on these 
20 sts. to match 1st side, working from 
*• to # \ 

TO MAKE UP, —Press pieces 
lightly on wrong side, using a cool iron 
and dry doth. Join shoulder and side 
seams. Turn under hem to wrong side 
and st.-st. With crochet hook, work 2 
rows d.c. round armhole and neck 
edges. Turn in these crochet rows and 
hem to wrong side and at shoulder 
straps increase hems until wrong sides 
of straps meet, and straps are therefore 
double, to take weight of dress. Press 
ail seams. 


With crochet hook, make 38 flowers 
as foils.: Make 8 ch., join into ring with 
s.s. 1st row.— 12 d.c. into ring, s.s. to 
1st d.c. 2nd row.—* 4 ch., then leaving 
last Ip. of each on hook, work 2 d.tr. in 
next d.c,, thread over and draw through 
all Ips. on hook, 4 ch., s.s. in next d.c.; 
rep. from *, ending with last s.s. at base 
of 4 ch. Fasten off. 

Now make belt as foils.: With crochet 
hook, make 3 ch., join into ring with s.s. 
Work in rounds of d.c. on these sts. for 
72 ins. Fasten off. 

Sew flowers round armholes, shoul¬ 
der straps and neck, spacing them 
evenly. Pross all seams.

MATERIALS.— 16 (17 : 18) balis 
Lister Bel Air 100% Courtelle for Crepe 
4-ply Knitting in yellow (Y.) and 
1 (2:2) balls in red <R.); a pair each 
No. 11, No. 12 and No. 13 Aero knitting 
needles; 1 ball Lister Bel Air Double 
Knitting in red and a small quantity of 
4-ply in dark green, for embroidery. 
Measurements.— Length, 23 (23±: 

24) inches; to fit bust sizes 34-35 
(36-37:38-39) inches; sleeve seam, 18 
inches. 

Tension.—8 sts. and 10 rows to 1 
square inch. 

THE BACK.—With No. 12 needles 
and R., cast on 130 (138:146) sts. and 
work in rib thus: 1st row.— K. 2, • 
p. 1, k. 1; rep. from * to end, Rep. this 
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row 11 times more. Change to No. 11 
needles, break R,, join Y. Cent in 
st.-st, beg. with k, row, inc. 1 st, both 
ends of every foil. 16th row to 146 (154 : 
162) sts. Cont. straight until work 
measures 15* (15J:16) ins. from beg. 

Shape Armholes,— Cast off 6 (8: 
10) sts. at beg. of next 2 rows; dec. 1 st. 
both ends of next 6 rows; then 1 st. at 
both ends of next 5 alt, rows. Cont 
on rem. 112 (116:120) sts. until work 
measures 23 (23±: 24) ins. from beg. r 
ending after p. row. 

Shape Neck and Shoulders, 1st 
row-—Cast off 7 t k, until there are 39 
(41 :43) sts. on right-hand needle and 
leave these sts. on spare needle for 
right back, cast off next 20 sts., k. to 
end. Cent, on last 46 (48:50) sts. for 
left back. 2nd row,— Cast off 7, p. to 
neck edge*** 3rd row.—Cast off 6, k. 
to end. 4th row.— As 2nd. Rep. last 
2 rows once. 7th row. —As 3rd. Cast 
off rem. 7 (9 :11) sts. ** 

With wrong side facing, rejoin yarn to 
inner edge of right back sts. and com¬ 
plete to match other side from * # to **, 
reading k. for p, and p. for k. 

THE FRONT-— Work as back until 
work measures 21| (22: 22±) ins. from 
beg., ending after p. row. 

Shape Neck and Shoulders- 1st 
row-— K, 48 (50 : 52) and leave on spare 
needle for left front, cast off next 16 
sts., k. to end. Cont. on last 48 (50 : 52) 
sts. for right front. Workl row straight. 
*** Dec. 1 st. at neck edge on next 15 
rows, thus ending at side edge with 
33 (35:37) sts. Cast off 7 sts. at side 
edge at beg. of next row and foil. 2 alt. 
rows, at the same time dec. 1 st. at 
neck edge on these 5 rows. Work 1 
row. Cast off rem. 7 (9:11) sts. *** 

With wrong side facing, rejoin yarn 
to inner edge of left front sts. and com¬ 
plete to match first side from *** to 

THE SLEEVES-— With No. 12 need¬ 
les and R., cast on 66 (70 : 74) sts. and 
work 12 rows in rib as back welt. 
Change to No. 11 needles and Y. 
Work in st.-st, beg, k. row, inc. 1 st. 
both ends of every foil. 6th row to 112 
(116:120) sts. Cont. straight until work 
measures 18 ins, from beg. Mark both 
ends of last row with coloured wool, 
then work 8 (10:12) rows straight. 


Shape Top-— Cast off 1 st. at beg. 
of next 6 rows; 3 sts. at beg. of next 
8 rows; 7 sts. at beg. of next 8 rows. 
Cast off rem- 26 (30 : 34) sts. 

THE NECKBAND-— With No. 12 
needles and R., cast on 150 sts. and 
work 6 rows in rib as back welt. Change 
to No. 13 needles and work 14 rows, 
then change to No. 12 needles and 
work 6 rows. Cast off in rib, 

THE EMBROIDERY-— Press st-st 
part of front lightly on wrong side, 
using cool iron- and dry cloth. First 
mark position for centre of large 
flower, which will be a circle approx, 
f in. in diameter. Fill this in with french 
knots in green 4-ply yarn. Now using 
red Bel Air Double Knitting, lay two 
lengths of yarn round circle as padding 
and embroider over them in satin stitch, 
Mark positions of 6 petals, each 2± ins. 
long, and fill in petals with lines of 
stem stitch. The stem Is a straight 
line of sloping satin stitch in red, 
covering 2 sts. of knitting. The 
leaves are satin stitch and the buds 
stem stitch (as petais), with bud base 
filled in with green french knots. Press 
■ embroidery on wrong side. 

TO MAKE UP-— Press remaining 
st.-st, parts. Join shoulder seams. Set 
in sleeves, matching markers to beg, 
of casting-off at underarms. Join side 
and sleeve seams. Join ends of neck¬ 
band, making flat join on last 12 rows. 
With right sides tog. and seam level 
with left shoulder seam, sew cast-on 
edge to neck edge. Fold band in 
half to wrong side and sl.-st Press*

Measurements-— To fit 34 (36:38) 
inch bust; length of both jumper and 
cardigan, 20| (20^:21) inches; sleeve 
seam of jumper, 5 (5£ : 6) inches; of 
cardigan, 17£ inches. 

Tension. —6* sts. and 8 rows to 1 
square inch in patt. on No, 9 needles.

THE BACK.—With No. 11 needles, 
cast on 109 (115:121) sts. and work 14 
rows st.-st., beg. k. row. Change to 
patt. thus: 1st row.—P. 1, * y.f.i si. 1,

rep from * to end. 2nd row.—K. 1, * 
p. 5, k. 1; rep. from * to end. 3rd row. 

2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
y.f., k. 1, p. 1; rep. from * to end. 4th 
row.—K. 1, * p. 5, k.

Cont. in st.-st. on these 
14 sts., beg. p. row, until band measures 
t in. less than centre front edge of 
cardigan, ending after a p. row.

Mark this border 
with pins, to indicate buttons, the 1st 
and last pins on line with 1st and last 
rows of patt. at lower and neck edges 
and 5 more equally spaced between. 

THE RIGHT FRONT BAND.- 
Return to 14 sts, on safety-pin, rejoin 
yarn at inner edge and with No. 11 
needles p, i row. Make buttonhole: 
Next row.-K. 2, cast off 3, k. 3, cast 
off 3, k. 1. Next row.—P. 2, cast on 3, 
p. 4, cast on 3, p. 2. Cont. in st.-st., 
making further buttonholes to match 
pin positions, leaving 7th buttonhole to 
be worked at beg. of neckband. Do not 
break yarn. 

THE NECKBAND,—Join shoulder 
seams. With right side facing, beg. at 
right front edge, using No. 11 needles, 
work across front band thus: k. 2, cast 
off 3, k.

k. 34 (36 : 38) sts. to right shoulder 
seam, 40 (42:44) sts. across back 
neck, 34 (36 : 38) sts. to left front band, 
then k. across sts, of front band, 136 
(142:148) sts., including sts. cast off 
for buttonhole.

Turn 2 sts. each side of 
back opening to wrong side and sew 
down. Sew in zip. Turn st.-st. borders 
at lower edge and sleeve edges in half 
to wrong side and sew down. Press all 
seams. 

The Cardigan.— Join side and 
sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves. Turn 
neck and front bands in half to wrong 
side and sew down neatly. Buttonhole 
stitch round double buttonholes. Turn 
st.-st. border at lower edge and sleeve 
edges in half to wrong side and sew 
down. Sew on buttons. Press seams.
